Every housekeeper knows that lo 
Iu* good, cookie dough must lie han¬ 
dled very lightly, hut. snya a writer 
Iu What In Eat, ninny of us have al*o 
found that there are some cookie 
■lough* that |Hi*ltlvely refuse lo be 
conxcd Into shape without consider 
able bundling and kneading. To such 
1 would offer a suggestion that may 

me. Stir your Ingrcdlcnta In a mixing 
howl with grnDite nponn ouly. and 
wlini read y to roll spread the bread 
cloth or other clean while cloth over 
tho kneading board; dredge thickly 
with Hour, and drop your dollgfl upon 
tht* from the spoon Flour your roll¬ 
ing pin, put the dough Into shape with 
the spoon, dredge lightly with flour 
and roll out. Ily this little irlck your 
cake* art* ready for the oven nml you 
have not soiled your hnuda, milled 
your temper, or, worse thou ull ruined 


Tbe process of trenching cabbage* 
for winter Is very simple. A trench 
la inode nlmut eighteen loebe* dee( 
nud the cabbage* an- pulled, placet' 
lo tbe trench, leaving no all tht 
leaves.
